There will be a hot fight on the elastie 
currency question before the convention 
of the American Bankers’ Association 
at the Olympic Theater Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. The delegates to the conven- 
tion are sacrificing pleasure to take up 
and discuss this all important matter, 
and conservative and influential mem- 
bers of the association are of tne opin- 
. lon that a plan of currency reforin will 
be agreed upon before the convention 
finally adjourns. 

There is an element in theconven- 
tion that desires to postpone action on 
‘the currency issue and relegate the en- 
tire matter to a committee to be ap- 
pointed by the convention in accord- 
ance with the recommendations of the 
conference State -representatives 
Tuesday. 

The idea of leaving the currency mat- 
ter to a committee which will meet in 
November in Chicago will be bitterly 
opposed. An effort was made Wednes- 
day to throttle the discussion of the 
question by having the reports of com- 
mittees print in the proceedings Iin- 
stead of read at the convention. This 
movement was defeated. Had it car- 
ried the report of Chairman Arthur 
Reynolds of the Committee on Federal 
légisiation would not. have come be- 
fore the convention thr approval. 

Afternoon of Argument. : 

In submitting the report of the I:x- 
ecutive Council, Chairman J. D. Powers 
of Louisville, Ky., strongly urged that 
the convention take up the currency 
question and dispose of it before ad- 
journment. Col. Robert J. Lowry of the 
lowry National Bank of Atlanta want- 
ed to sidetrack everything else and pro- 
ceed with the currency matter without 
a temporary recess for luncheon. At 
1:15 p. m. an adjournment was taken 
until 2:30. The report of Chairman Rey- 
nolds of the Legislative Committee will 
be made the special order of business 
for the afternoon and delegates returned 
to the convention hall expecting fb head 
the master of finance express their 
views on the subject. 

The conference which recommended 
the side-tracking of the currency ques- 
tion was not officially related to the 
American Bankers Association, although 
the delegates participating were mem- 
bers. One banker who is interested in 
having the convention take final action 
on the plan recommended by the Feder- 
al Legislative’ Committee declared that 
the delegates who attended the confer- 
ence did not know what they were there 
for, and admitted that they knew very 
little about what was needed tp obtain 
ihe enactment of legislation ha _ will 
give he banks a currency elastic enough 
to meet the requirements of business. 

Speeches for the afternoon from 
Mharles N. Fowler, chairman of the 
Committee on Banking and Currency 
of the House of Representatives, WIIl- 
jam Barrett. Ridgely, Comptroller of the 
Currency, and John Knight, spcretary 
of the Canadian Bankers’ Asgociation, 
are scheduled for the afternoon, but 
may be side-tracked to make way for 
the currency discussion.

When Governor Folk took the plat- 
form to begin his address he was 
greeted with an outburst of applause 
that lasted for five minutes. The gover- 
nor responded in a speech in which he 
pleaded for more honesty in the com- 
mercial and civil life of the country. 
As he delivered some of his striking 
epigrams on honesty he was interrupted 
by frequent/,outburst of applause. 

He said that he was glad to be able 
to extend to the visiting bankers a 
welcome into the State which has 
cleared its atmosphere of every form of 
political corruption. 

Gov. Folk, when the applause sub- 
sided, said that he hoped the bankers 
would make St. Louis their permanent 
meeting place. 

‘The banking system is the heart that 
has sent out the commercial life blood 
to the arteries of trade throughout the 
coumtry,’’ said Gov. Folk. ‘“‘Without the 
commerce which our banking interests 
have promoted our civilization would 
decay. While you represent powerful 
interests, yet you should remember that 
you cannot make laws that will make 
prosperity for the banking interests

commercial conditions of the country, 
and there is no interest so dependent 
upon the faith that exists between man 
and man. 
‘‘Justice in the 
every man—and honesty in 
forcement of the laws—these are the 
things that inspire confidence in our 
fellow men. The banks should demand 
the strict enforcement of laws, for no 
interest suffers more than theirs from 
the lax enforcement of the. statutes. 

“We need more honesty behind the 
counter and more honesty in front of it. 

Too Much Favoritism. 

“In the past there has been making 
of laws to please one element, and too 
much non-enforcement of these same 
laws to please another element. 

“We have seen a growing respect for 
law throughout the country during the 
past few years. 

“We formerly had a strange idea 
of patriotism, making it synonvmous 
with war, but now we have a patriot- 
ism of peace. We have at last 
reached the point where we can feel 
that there is as much patriotism in 
electing good and honest men to 
office as there is in baring .onc's 
breast to the bullets of an enemy. 

“What the country most needs today 
is men who will live for it. There may 
be just as much patrsorism in the bank- 
ing house as on the battlefields.’

The boxes were filled with women and 
distinguished guests when President 
Hamilton of Hoopeston, Ill., called the 
convention to order at 10:25 a. m. He 
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invited Governor Folk, Mayor Wells, 
David R. Frances, Archbishop John J. 
Glennon and members of the executive 
council and the several vice presidents 
from the different states to ocupy seats 
on the stage. 

The first outburst of applause of the 
convention gretted Mrs. ; Batchel- 
ler, vice-president for North Dakota, 
when she walked onty the stage. Mrs. 
Batcheller is vice-president of the First 
National Bank of Fingall. She egrace- 
fully acknowledged the courtesy, and 
then took a seat by the side of Goy. 
Folk. 

Archbishop Glennon pronounced a 
brief invocation. The firat address of 
welcome was delivered by former Gov. 
Francis, representing the Transmissis- 
sipp! congress, of which he {is president. 

Gov. Francis admonished the bankers 
to use their wealth and power wisely, 
“The downfall of the ancient countries 
was due to the excesses of the rich 
ignoring the needs of the poor,’ 
said. 

For Elastic Currency, 


Discussing the necessity of legislation 
providing for an elastic currency Gov. 
Francis said that he had read the 
recommendations of the Federal Legisla- 


tive Committee of the association and 
endorsed its principal features. 

On behalf of the city Mayor W 
delivered the address of welbeean oh 
took occasion to call the attention of 
the bankers to the remarkable growth 
of St. Louis ve the past few years 
He dwelt especially upon the growth 
and stability of the local financial in- 
stitutions, whose deposits: now aggre- 
gate more than $85,000,000.

Would Raise Salaries. 

Bank examiners should be paid a fixed 
salary, commensurate with the respon- 
sibility of their position, and the num- 
ber of examiners should be increased 
so as to make the examinations more 
thorough. The banks would be only too 
glad to have them made so, if possible,

The biame rests with our Na- 
tional Congress, and not with the Comp- 
troller of the Currency, nor with thé 
bankers, for time and again has the 
attention of Congress been called to 
this very condition. 

There is no good reason 
gardly manner in which 
Bank Examiners are paid. 
al banks of this country 
thousand times rather pay an 
sary additional expense for 
tion than to stand the odium 
jlaced upon them through no 
their own. If the examinations must 
be paid for by a special tax on the 
National banks, then make it, and make 
it high enough to employ more exam- 
iners and pay them salaries in Keeping 
with the services required. 

There is, however, no need for a spec- 
ial tax to secure more thorough ex- 
amination. The National -banks of this 
country are paying annually $1,784,000 
in tax on circulation, in excess of the 
amount of expenses of the Comptrol- 
ler’s Department. "Why not use a part 
of this fund and get better service? The 
fact is. that from the head of the Comp- 
troller’s office down, there is not a man 
whose wages are commensurate with 
the responsibility of the position hé 
holds: and vet being political positions 
they dare not complain. When it comes 
to a point that through the lack of 
proper facilities, the banking interests 
of this country are made to suffer, it 
is high time that we demand that the 
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blame be placed where it properly be- 
longs—with Congress. 
Opposes Municipal Ownership. 

There is considerable agitation for 
Federal, State and Municipal owner- 
ship of public utilities. Just what 
is meant by this or what institutions 
would come under this head, I have 
not yet seen clearly: defined. I am 
opposed to all such political bun- 
combe, no matter where it may orig- 
inate. and favor only such laws as 
will give to every man a right to sSuc- 
cessful competition, at the same time 
preventing the creation of a mo- 
nopaly in any business or profession. 

While [ come from a country town, 
and while our city is as far removed 
as possible from any great body of 
water, yet I favor a ship subsidy 
measure that will place the United 
States at the head of the merchant 
marine of both the Atlantic and the 
Pacific. 

Ninety-two per cent of our busi- 
ness, or over $200,000,000 annually, is 
paid to foreign vessels for Ahe car- 
riage of our products. This should 
not be. We.owe it to ourselves and 
to future generations to build up a 
merchant marine that will not only 
be able to carry the rapidly multi- 
plying products of our nation, but 
will be the means of carrying our 
products to foreign markets, regard- 
less of the possibility of any discrim- 
ination of carriers, brought about 
through the influence of any foreign 
power.

We do not realize our good fortune 
in having for the head of our govern- 
ment a President and Secretary of the 
Treasury who are fearless men of such 
good judgment and such sterling char- 
acter.

SUBMARINE SINKS 
FQURTEEN MEN LOST 


Salvage Vessels Grapple for 
French Boat “Lutin” off 

Coast of Tunis. 
Oct. 17.—A feelng of

PARIS, gloom 
prevails at 
account of the disaster to 
submarine boat Lutin, which left Bi- 
zerta, Tunis, yesterday morning for 
plunging experiments, having. on board 
a crew of 14 men commanded by Lieut. 
Phoepon, and which was reported last 
night to have disappeared. 

The principal hape of floating the Lu- 
tin in time to save the lives of the im- 
prisoned men seem to rest in the as- 
sistance of the Danish salvage steamer 
Bergen Wilhelm, which, happening to 
be off Cape Farina, was immediately 
summoned to aid in raising the Lutin. 
The Danish vessel possesses machinery 
capable of lifting 1500 tons, but the 
submarine boat lies in W fathoms of 
water, and it is pointed out that the 

omarine boat Farfadet, which sank 
last summer in the same vicinity, but in 
only 10 fathoms of water, was nine days 
at the bottom, and when she was re- 
floated all her crew were dead. 

Marine Minister Thomson has acted 
with the greatest promptness. After 
consultation with several naval offi- 
cers, he conceived the plan of trying 
to get heavy chains from the forts 
at Bizerta under the hull of the Lutin, 
and thus lift her from the bottom. 
But it is feared that the tugs and 
other vessels on the spot may not 
be equal, to the task and the marine 
minister therefore has ordered two 
powerful salvage vessels, the Poly- 
pheme and Dromadaire, to. start im- 
mediaely from Toulon to the scene 
of the disaster, and assist the sal- 
vagers already on the spot. 

Although no news has 
ceived from Valette, it is’ assumed 
that the British admiralty officials 
and the Governor of Malta have re- 
sponded to the appeal for assistance 
sent Irom Bizerta yesterday at the 
instance of the British Consul Gen- 
eral at that port, who suggested that 
the French President General tele- 
graph to Malta for salvage assist- 
ance, 

It became known today that the 
Lutin had on board two supplement- 
ary engineers, who had been detailed 
to watch the diving experiments, but 
it is not definitely known whether 
they are included in the 14 men 
which, -aS announced from Bizerta 
last night, went down in the subma- 
rine boat under the command of 
Lieut. Phoepon. 

The Lutin is a single-screw steel sub- 
marine boat, built at Rochefort in 1901, 
She is 135 feet long and has a displace- 
ment of 185 tons. 


Fate of Farfadet. 


The reported loss of the Lutin recalls 
the catastrophe to the French subma- 
rine boat Farfadet July 6, 1905. at the 
entrance to the Port of Sidi Abdallah, 
Tunis. Commander Rotier of the Far- 
fadet notice at the moment of plunging 
that one of the deors was not closed 
properly and rushed to trip to adjust 
it. He was too late, however, and the 
boat sank. Fourteen men perished, 

On March 18 1904, the British sub- 
marine Al was run down by a steamer 
while submerged near Portsmouth. All 
her crew were jost. 

On. Feb. 5, 1905, the British submar 
AS sank off Queenstown, only one ot 
her crew being saved. 

A third British submarine sank oft 
Plymouth June &, 1905, after an explo- 
sion on board. Fourteen of her crew 
were killed. _,

“The United States Treasurer shall 
be required to place to the credit of 
any clearing house in the United States 
any amount demanded in any city wheie 
there is a Subtreasury. 

“2. All clearing houses in the country 
shall be held liable to the United States 
for any Joan made to any individual 
clearing house. 

“3. Laws or regulations must be 
passed to enable the above to be car- 
ried out. This done, any bank in the 
country belonging to a clearing 
may demand any amount of money 
needed, securing the clearing house s: 
isfactorily. The clearing house 
charge any rate of interest it deems ad- 
visable to insure the loan be.ng ;yaltd 
within a reasonable time. This interest, 
less a proper sum to be paid the United 
States for expenses incurred in making 
the advances, will more than cover any 
losses likely to accrue on the guaran.ee 
of loans made by the Treasury. 

“By this mode, legal tender 1 
will be secured, in contradistinction 
clearing house certificates. ? 

“Tt will be obtained without publicity 
and on demand. 

“Tt will be returned as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

“Tt will prevent any unusual rate of 
interest being charged, as seen lately in 
the market. This would. be an abso- 
lutely elastic asset emergency currency 
which. while it would not. prevent 
nanics, would break their force. And 
the same plan, with little change, 
could be used to furnish security to the 
Government on which to issue circula- 
tion. instead of each bank purchasing 
bonds and depositing them and fre- 
quently incurring 10sSs in their sale 
when retiring its notes. Or, a national 
bank founded in part on the guarantee 
of all banks.”

Habeas corpus proceedings were: in- 
stituted by Fraser's attorneys, and 
Judge Adams discharged him, hold- 
ing that Rombauer had no authority 
to issue the subpena duces tecum, by 
which he was ordered to produce the 
records. 

Attorney-General Crow placed a 
petition asking for the subpena in 
the hands of District Atornev Dver, 
and the latter presented it Wednes- 
day to Judge Finkelnburg. 

The Terminal attorneys made a 
hard fight a‘ainst issuance of the 
sub"ena, maintaining that the com- 
mittee was not a party to the suit. 
a’ that the contents of the records 
were irrelevant to it. Judge Finkeln- 
burg decided that it was not neces- 
sary for him to Know beyond ques- 
tion that the records were material, 
since enough facts had been pre- 
sented to make him believe’ they 
might be. On this ground he issued 
the order. 

The subpena duces tecum passed 
through the hands of the clerk of the 
Circuit Court. When it is served Fras- 
er must produce the records or be liable 
to committment to jail for contempt. 

Prior to this, Col. Dyer moved for an 
addition to the time granted the Goy- 
ernment to present its evidence in the 
case. More time is necessary owing to 
the delay in the Fraser matter. The 
Government’s time was limited by a 
stipulation at the beginning of the hear- 
ing to 20 days, beginning Oct. 1. Judge 
Finkelburg granted an extension of 20 
days, with the understanding that if 
the Terminal attorneys wanted an ex- 
tension of the 10 days allowed them, 
they could have it.

ers’ Association discussed one of the most important purpose 
topics in the banking business at Tuesday’s session, 
namely, the safeguarding of bank funds from 
losses through defaleations and bad loans. 
Banking Commissioner Jay of Massachusetts 
emphasized the necessity of effective safeguards, es- 
pecially in the case of excessive or unusual loans by 
trusted bank officers, which is the principal cause 
of disastrous bank failures and losses. He advo- 
cated the enactment by all the states of the recent- 
' ly passed New York law which compelled  direc- 
tors to make at least two annual examinations 
every year through an examining committee not 
containing any officer or member of the executive 
committee. The report of the committee, which 
must contain not only a statement of the bank’s 
condition, but a classified list of its securities, is to 
be submitted to the board of directors and _ filed 
_ with, the State Banking Department. The report 
~ wust show the character of the loans and to whom 
they are made, specifically naming the directors or 
officers interested in the loans or investments. 
A law of this kind at least compels directors to 
{do the most important part of their duty—acquaint 
themselves at stated periods with the condition of 
their banks. Perhaps, it would do more—it might

A “JUMPING” RATE. 

Bridge and terminal charges on coal touch the 
vital question in the future of St. Louis, that of 
its development as a manufacturing center. On this 
point, the United States Government investigation 
records the evidence of the superintendent of the 
Missouri-Illinois bridge at Alton, Mr. W. T. Louden, 
from which it appears that the monopoly method of 
fixing the transfer rate has resulted in a range of 
arbitrary charge with a maximum advance of 375 
per cent, before beginning to decline. 

According to this showing, the rate of 8 to 10 
cents a ton for Illinois coal across the bridge in 
1899 was raised to 30 cents a ton after the bridge 
passed under the control of the Terminal Associa- 
tion, which held it at that figure until a reduction 
to 20 cents a-ton was made in January this year. 
Such a range of rate forces on the United States 
authorities the question of putting St. Louis on the 
map of interstate commerce and keeping it there. 
When a “tariff for reventie only” between the Mis- 
souri and the Illinois banks of the Mississippi can 
be “jumped” in this way, business depending on 
stability in freight tariffs 
when the jumping process 
comes reliably fixed as no 
will bear.
